QUESTIONS about whether 
Army recruit Cheryl James 
killed herself at her barracks 
were raised by police in 2002, 
a fresh inquest into her death 
has been told. 

The 2002 review of the investigation 
into Cheryl’s death at Deepcut Bar¬ 
racks in Surrey in 1995 recommended 
three soldiers should have been re-in¬ 
terviewed about what happened amid 
claims a third party could have been 
involved, the inquest at Woking Coro¬ 
ner’s Court was told this week. 

And the review team found evidence which 
should have raised questions about how the 
18-year-old soldier, whose parents Des and Do¬ 
reen James live in Llanymynech near Oswestry, 
had died, the inquest heard. 
The new inquest is being 
held after High Court judges 
quashed an open verdict 
recorded at the original in¬ 
quest. Cheryl was found dead 
from a gunshot wound at the 
barracks in November 1995. 

Alison Foster QC, who is 
representing Cheryl’s family, 
read extracts from the 2002 

Cheryl James review team’s report which 
described statements taken 
from people in connection with Cheryl’s death 
as “substandard”. The review also said that 
there were a number of factors with reference to 
the way Cheryl’s body was found which should 
have raised questions about how she died. 

These included the proximity of the weapon 
to the body, the position of the rifle, and an ap¬ 
parent lack of blood, Ms Foster said. Cheryl was 
one of four young Army recruits to die at Deep- 
cut Barracks between 1995 and 2002. Privates 
Sean Benton, James Collinson and Geoff Gray 
also died from gunshot wounds at the barracks. 

Cheryl’s father Des gave evidence to the fresh 
inquest this week. He told the court: “I would 
like a thorough inquest, a thorough investiga¬ 
tion, that takes a look at the forensic evidence 
that was missed or not checked. 

“As long as at the end of the inquest I’m able 
to feel confident everything that could be done 
has been done, I would be satisfied.” He spoke 
of an “assumption of suicide” by police as they 
investigated his daughter’s death. Mr James 
said he had concerns over Surrey Police’s inves¬ 
tigation in 2002 and over the force’s impartiality 
from the Ministry of Defence. 

John Beggs QC, representing Surrey Police, 
said at the time the force was also investigating 
the murder of schoolgirl Milly Dowler and the 
M25 rapist. 

Mr James told the court he had voiced con¬ 
cerns that Surrey Police’s resources were 
“stretched” but he was told they were not. 

The inquest continues.

New councillor 
tells of concerns 
for town centre 

SHROPSHIRE’S first elected Green Par¬ 
ty councillor has expressed concerns over 
the state of Oswestry’s town centre. 

Duncan Kerr, who won the Oswestry 
South by-election last week, said his vic¬ 
tory marked the start of an era of change 
for county politics. 

Councillor Kerr, who is also an 
Oswestry Town Councillor, said: “I think 
people around Oswestry are worried 
about the empty shops and a lack of pride. 

“People are worried about the future 
and where will the jobs be for the kids. 

“There are important questions to be 
asked and there are some answers.” 

Turning his attention to Shropshire 
Council’s budget, he said: “People are 
grasping for something new. We have a 
huge issue with the budget, I have never 
seen a council that’s driven itself off the 
edge of a financial cliff like this one has. 

“It’s run down its libraries, it can’t af¬ 
ford to run its parks, its leisure facilities. 
I think councillors need to look at their 
own perks, especially when you consider 
the thousands being spent on refresh¬ 
ments if we can’t afford to run our parks. 

“I think people think they’ve had the 
wool pulled over our eyes. 

“The Conservatives told us ip&e was 
going to solve our problems but it’s not 
made any money, they also said they wer¬ 
en’t going to put council tax up but even 
the new leader is saying we needed to.”

Three rescued as 
storm hits hard 


THREE people had to be rescued by fire¬ 
fighters from flood waters after Storm 
Imogen hit the Welshpool and Oswestry 
area. 

An elderly couple were rescued by 
firefighters when they became trapped 
in their car after driving through flood 
water near Welshpool Airport on Monday 
evening. 

Later the same evening, a man was res¬ 
cued from a van, again on a road close to 
the airport. 

Road and rail travel in the area was dis¬ 
rupted by the wet and windy conditions.

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Cheryl was 'desperate' to 
quit Army, inquest is told

ARMY recruit Cheryl James, who 
was found dead at her barracks 
in 1995, had been “desperate” 
to leave in the days before her 
death, an inquest has heard. 

Childhood friend Lydia Baksh said 
the 18-year-old, whose parents Des 
and Doreen James live in Llanymy- 
nech near Oswestry, had come to hate 
being in the Army. 

She said she had become concerned about 
Cheryl after speaking to her on the phone 
a week before she was discovered with a 
fatal bullet wound at Deepcut Barracks 
in Surrey. A fresh inquest is taking place 
into Cheryl’s death after High Court judges 
quashed an open verdict recorded in 1995. 

Giving evidence at the fresh inquest this 
week Ms Baksh said: “She was just being 
reprimanded all the time and getting put 
on guard duty a lot, which she just couldn’t 
bear. She just wanted to go Awol.”Ms 
Baksh said Cheryl had been known to cut 
herself in her teenage years but that it was 
“nothing serious”. 

The inquest heard Cheryl had been the 
victim of an alleged rape by two boys when 
she was 14 and she had taken an overdose 
after the suicide of her 18-year-old cousin 
Rob in 1992. Mr James told the inquest he 
and his wife Doreen were not aware of the 
alleged rape of his daughter at the time it 
was said to have happened. 

The inquest was also told new evidence 
had emerged that suggested the teenage 
soldier may not have killed herself. 

Lawyers for her family said evidence had 
suggested possible “third party involve¬ 
ment” in her death. Alison Foster QC said: 
“Now there is pathological evidence that 
the shots that killed Cheryl James may 
not have been self-inflicted. Third party in¬ 
volvement is more than merely speculative, 
according to this inquest’s pathologist.” 

John Beggs QC, representing Surrey 
Police, said the suggestion of third party 
involvement was “speculative in the ex¬ 
treme”. 

The hearing was also told soldiers should 
have faced further questions about Cheryl’s 
death. A 2002 review of the original Royal 
Military Police investigation recommended 
Private Paul Wilkinson and Private Jim 
Carr-Minns should be re-interviewed, the 
inquest was told. 

The hearing continues. 


THREE people had to be rescued from 
flood water by the emergency services af¬ 
ter Storm Imogen hit the Welshpool and 
Oswestry area. 

An elderly couple were rescued by fire¬ 
fighters after they became trapped in their 
car after driving through flood water on 
Monday evening. 

The fire service was called shortly after 
5pm to the A490 near Forden, close to 
Welshpool Airport. The couple were taken 
to hospital as a precaution. 

Shortly before 10.20pm on the same 
evening, Dyfed-Powys Police required the 
fire service’s assistance in rescuing a man 
from a van, again near to Welshpool Air¬ 


port. The severe weather ripped roof panels 
off a Mid Wales theatre. 

Firefighters were called to Theatr Ha- 
fren in Newtown on Monday morning after 
being alerted to an “unsafe structure”. 

They removed corrugated plastic panels 
that were blown off the roof by high winds. 

Two crews from Newtown and Llandrin¬ 
dod Wells attended the theatre after the 
alarm was raised at around 9.40am. 

They used an aerial appliance from Lla¬ 
ndrindod Wells to remove the panels. The 
remaining panels were also secured. 

Chirk Castle was also closed on Monday 
morning because of health and safety fears. 

Staff at the National Trust-run property 


cited “safety reasons” due to the high winds 
as their reason for closure. 

Flooding on the Cambrian Rail line be¬ 
tween Welshpool and Newtown meant that 
Arriva Trains Wales had to run replacement 
buses between the two towns for a time. 

Environment Agency officials have also 
issued a series of flood warnings and the 
less severe flood alerts for Shropshire and 
Mid Wales. 

Flood warnings remain in place across 
the region at the River Vyrnwy at Maes- 
brook and Melverley near Oswestry, while 
flood alerts were also in place at the River 
Severn Upper Teme, Lower Teme, and the 
Severn Vyrnwy Confluence.

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Road fears over turbines construction 


Extension to 
capital rail 
link delayed 

PLANS to extend Shropshire’s direct 
rail link from London to the north 
west of the county have been delayed. 

Unexpected problems have emerged 
that will delay a planned bid to extend 
the county’s direct link to the cap¬ 
ital, which currently terminates at 
Shrewsbury, to Chester. 

An extended service would have 
stopped at Gobowen, extending the di¬ 
rect link from the capital to Oswestry 
and the county’s orthopaedic hospital, 
which serves patients from across the 
region. 

Campaigners had hoped a bid could 
have been drawn up within weeks to 
extend the service. 

A successful bid could have seen 
the service up and running as early as 
December. 

But North Shropshire MP Owen 
Paterson said that a meeting with rail 
chiefs on Monday had brought “disap¬ 
pointing” news. 

Mr Paterson said: “Unfortunately 
there have been unexpected prob¬ 
lems emerge that means that we 
have missed our slot to apply for a 
new route to Chester in March which 
would have mean it could have started 
in December. 

“It is very disappointing. 

“The earliest we can now look for¬ 
ward to is an October application to 
see the extension running in 2018. 

“But that will take us into the new 
franchise period.” 

Information event 
on refugee crisis 

PEOPLE planning to help Syrian ref¬ 
ugee families settle into life inOswest- 
ry when they arrive later this year are 
being invited to attend an informa¬ 
tion event next month. 

Refugees are expected to arrive in 
Oswestry this year, and Shropshire 
Council is looking to identify suitable 
housing and support to resettle up to 
10 families. 

An event has been organised on 
March 5 at the Willow Gallery to give 
town residents and businesses a bet¬ 
ter idea of what they can do to make 
life comfortable for the refugee fami¬ 
lies. The session, from 10am to 1pm, 
is being organised by The Jools Payne 
Partnership following the Oswestry 
Welcomes Refugees event staged by 
Mrs Payne in response to the growing 
Syrian refugee crisis last September.

CONCERNS have been raised over 
traffic which will be passing through 
the Oswestry and Welshpool area as a 
result of two wind farms being built in 
Mid Wales. 

Work is due to begin soon on the 
Tirgwynt and Garreg Llwyd wind 
farms in south Powys, with lorries 
carrying parts for the giant turbines 
expected to pass along the A483 be¬ 
tween Welshpool and Oswestry. 


Dilys Gaskill, chairwoman of Llan- 
ymynech & Pant Parish Council, said 
the construction raises many ques¬ 
tions and concerns for villagers. 

“The main concern is the state of 
the road. There’s all the potholes and 
if it’s extra large vehicles in the con¬ 
voys, what’s that going to do to the 
state of the road?” she said. 

“Then there’s all the people moving 
about in the village, using the shops, 


going to school or work. What time of 
day will the convoy travel? How will it 
affect those people? 

“We need to have more information 
on how they’re going to cope with the 
size of the vehicles going through and 
whether they will do anything about 
the damage likely to be caused to the 
road by these vehicles.” 

Russell George, Assembly Member 
for Montgomeryshire, raised the issue 


in the National Assembly with the 
First Minister, Carwyn Jones, asking 
for reassurances over potential dis¬ 
ruption. 

Mr George said the Minister had 
confirmed that his officials have been 
working with developers to ensure 
that disruption is kept to a minimum. 

But he added: “I remain sceptical 
and will continue to scrutinise move¬ 
ment plans.

volunteers head 
for Calais camps 

VANS loaded with tents, sleeping 
bags and clothing were leaving Shrop¬ 
shire yesterday (Wednesday) heading 
for refugee camps in Calais. 

Two vehicles full of aid driven by 
volunteers from Oswestry were due to 
cross the Channel with items donated 
by the people of the town and further 
afield. The six volunteers were due to 
unload the vans at a huge warehouse 
in Calais, spend the night in a hostel 
and then drive back home. 

Thousands of items, were donated, 
sorted and boxed up after the Chalk 
Community Interest Company and 
Seventh Heaven in Chirk launched 
an appeal to help those displaced by 
the Syrian crisis. 

Recently some of the aid went out to 
the Syrian border and Turkey. 

The items on their way to Calais 
include men’s clothing, sleeping bags, 
tents and tarpaulins, food and pots 
and pans. Gemma Cassin from Chalk

Canal restoration 
bid to cost £30m 

THE restoration of the Montgomery 
Canal to link Welshpool to the nation¬ 
al waterways network would cost £30 
million, it has been revealed. 

A steering group including Welsh¬ 
pool and Llangollen Town Councils, 
Montgomery Canal Partnership, MPs 
and Assembly members and special¬ 
ists has drawn up a plan to take the 
work forward. It now wants other 
groups with an interest in canals to 
support its work, and is launching a 
consultation involving members of 
the public, Shropshire and Powys 
councils which will run until March 
4. The steering group says that once 
the single plan has been agreed then 
the business plan, tourism case and 
feasibility studies can be completed 
for presentation to apply for funding.

Experts set to examine 
hillfort history at seminar

HERITAGE experts will examine the complex role of Oswestry’s 
landscape through the ages at a seminar dedicated to the town’s 
3,000-year-old hillfort. 

Entitled “A Wider Understanding of Old Oswestry and its Setting”, it has 
been organised by campaign group HOOOH - Hands off Old Oswestry Hillfort 
- as it continues to fight development close to the ancient landscape. 

Free to attend, the day-long seminar takes place on Saturday from 10am to 4.15pm in 
Oswestry’s Memorial Hall in Smithfield Street. It forms the keynote to a weekend of activ- 

- lties devoted to Old Oswestry with events 

running on both Saturday and Sunday. 

The weekend celebration will culminate 
with a “hillfort hug” at the hillfort on Val¬ 
entine’s Day on Sunday from 1pm to 3pm. 

Speakers at the seminar will include 
hillfort and prehistory specialist Dr Rachel 
Pope of the University of Liverpool who 
will make the case that the setting of hill- 
forts should now be recognised as a herit¬ 
age protection concern. 

Prehistoric finds in North Shropshire are 
the focus of Peter Reavill’s presentation as 
he discusses what they reveal of the coun¬ 
ty’s wider archaeological landscape. 

Hillfort researcher David Matthews will 
provide analysis of the links and tribal con¬ 
nections between Old Oswestry and the 
hillforts of the Northern Marches. 

Heritage planning expert Tim Malim will 
examine how location, ancient routes and 
trading links helped define the importance 
of Old Oswestry in the Medieval period. 

New revelations about the World War 
One legacy of Old Oswestry’s hinterland 
and connections with Park Hall Camp 
are the subject of archaeologist Dr George 
Nash’s paper while folktales and legends of 
the landscape come under the scrutiny of 
archaeologist, Caroline Malim, as she asks 
whether archaeology can unlock the truth 
or fiction behind them. 

Neil Phillips of HOOOH said: “Our 2016 
speakers will show how the many diverse 
aspects of Old Oswestry’s hinterland con¬ 
tribute to its story and to our understand¬ 
ing of this nationally important heritage 
site.” 

Last December, Shropshire councillors 
approved a site for 117 houses on land off 
Whittington Road close to the hillfort. 

HOOOH says this would trigger urban 
growth across the hillfort’s south-eastern 
setting and ever closer towards the sched¬ 
uled monument and adjoining medieval de¬ 
fence Wat’s Dyke.

Councillor 
is praised by 
party's chief 

THE leader of the Green Party has praised 
the party’s first Shropshire Council coun¬ 
cillor, saying his success in a by-election 
was “richly deserved”. 

Natalie Bennett sent her congratula¬ 
tions to Duncan Kerr after he won the vote 
to succeed the authority’s former leader 
Keith Barrow as Shropshire councillor for 
Oswestry South. 

Mr Kerr won the by-election last week 
with 518 votes, ahead of Chris Schofield 
of the Conservatives who polled 367 votes, 
Carl Hopley of Labour with 95 and Amanda 
Woof for the Lib Dems who secured 81 
votes. The Green Party now has councillors 
on 11 different councils across the West 
Midlands following Mr Kerr’s victory. 

Ms Bennett, who leads the Green Party 
in England and Wales, said: “Duncan’s 
win in Shropshire is richly deserved. Like 
Greens up and down the country he has 
listened to the concerns of his community 
and demonstrated a genuine preparedness 
and readiness to challenge the status quo.” 

Mr Kerr, who also represents the Cas¬ 
tle ward on Oswestry Town Council, said 
he was “shell-shocked” after his victory, 
but said he believed people were ready for 
change. 

The councillor added that Shropshire 
councillors voting to include land near 
Oswestry’s Iron Age hillfort in the council’s 
SAMDev housing policy did not demon¬ 
strate “proper, local governance”. 

He said the council needed to find a “bet¬ 
ter way” of doing things. 


Lucky escape for hamster

THEY say cats have nine lives but Skip the 
hamster may have two or three too after be¬ 
ing thrown out with the rubbish. 

The cute rodent survived the cage being 
tied up in a plastic bag and taken to Oswest¬ 
ry’s household recycling centre where it 
was thrown onto a pile of waste. 

It was only an eagle-eyed worker notic¬ 
ing a rustling from the bag that stopped the 
hamster being loaded with other black bags 
onto the back of a lorry and taken away to 
the incinerator. Staff at the waste transfer 
centre were horrified when they opened the 
bag and found the hamster in a filthy cage 
with no food or water. 

It was John Welsby, site supervisor for 
Veolia, who noticed a black bin bag moving 


being found at Oswestry’s recycling centre 

in the pile of waste. He rescued the hamster 
who was listless and frightened and took 
him to the depot office. 

The cage was washed out and another of 
the site operatives, Carl Hodgkiss, bought 
bedding and food. 

“It was absolutely disgusting the state 
the cage was in and then to throw the ham¬ 
ster out with the rubbish is just disgust¬ 
ing,” Carl said. 

Carl took Skip home and as soon as 
13-year-old daughter Abi saw it, it was de¬ 
cided to give Skip a permanent home.

ATTRACTING a new cinema to Oswestry has not been ruled out 
despite Cineworld pulling out of the multi-million pound Smithfield 
shopping and leisure regeneration scheme, 

Oswestry Mayor Peter Cherrington said he believes it is still feasible that a 
cinema company would want to open in the town in the future. 

It comes despite officials at supermarket giant Morrisons and Oswestry Town Council 
announcing plans to look again at the redevelopment of the Smithfield site off Shrewsbury 
Road ahead of putting a new planning application before Shropshire Council. It is un- 
- derstood the new application would remove 



Sadness at 
site decision 
by Cineworld 

BUSINESS leaders and entertainment 
managers say they are disappointed Cine¬ 
world has pulled out of opening a proposed 
multi-screen complex at Oswestry’s Smith- 
field site. 

The owners of Kinokulture, an inde¬ 
pendent cinema based in the town centre, 
said a large cinema would have been good 
for the town without being in competition 
with their own business. 

Ian Garland, who runs the one-screen 
cinema, said: “Oswestry can support a 
multiplex but if you look at the business 
model of Cineworld they seem to be amal¬ 
gamating sites. 

“They’ve built a cutting edge site in 
Chester with 11 screens and the same in 
Telford. From my perspective these are 
destination sites so people are willing to 
travel to it. 

“Why would they build a smaller site in 
Oswestry to take people away from those 
sites? 

“I think it’s really sad.” 

Jools Payne, chair of Oswestry Chamber 
of Commerce, agreed the announcement, 
made by Oswestry Mayor Peter Cherring¬ 
ton at the Oswestry Chronicle Business 
Club last week, had been disappointing. 

She said: “It was disappointing to hear 
Councillor Cherrington reveal that Cine¬ 
world won’t be coming to Oswestry, but we 
look forward to hearing official confirma¬ 
tion from the cinema.” 

Neither Cineworld or Morrisons would 
comment on the news. 


the cinema from the complex. 

Neither Morrisons nor Cineworld have 
commented publicly since Councillor Cher¬ 
rington announced last week that the 
cinema chain had pulled out of the develop¬ 
ment. The mayor made the revelation dur¬ 
ing a question and answer session at the 
latest Oswestry Chronicle Business Club on 
Wednesday last week. 

Speaking after the business club meet¬ 
ing, Councillor Cherrington said: “The in¬ 
dication from Morrisons is that Cineworld 
does not wish to come to Oswestry and 
therefore the planning requirements to 
start any development cannot be met. 

“We are having revaluations done on 
the whole site and when this is completed 
we hope to bring the full site forward for 
development as soon as possible, subject 
to planning.” Councillor Cherrington said 
that Oswestry had the independent cinema, 
Kinoculture which, he said, was an excel¬ 
lent asset to the town. 

“In my own personal view, I believe 
Oswestry would benefit from having a mul¬ 
ti-screen cinema,” he said. “I have not dis¬ 
counted looking to attract a new operator 
once we have dealt with the new planning 
application and revaluation.” 

Shropshire Council granted planning 
permission for the land off Shrewsbury 
Road as part of a £45 redevelopment of the 
Smithfield Livestock market five years ago. 

At the time developers released images of 
what a Cineworld cinema would look like at 
the Smithfield. The new livestock market 
has already been built and opened. 

Conditions attached to the consent said 
the cinema had to be open before work 
could begin on a supermarket on the land. 

Councillor Cherrington said: “One of our 
priorities as a town council in looking at 
the development of the Smithfield site was 
to ensure that Oswestry could upgrade the 
livestock market so that it could compete 
with neighbouring markets. 

“We now have an excellent market that 
is trading well and is widely respected.”

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


Should we be pleased or sus¬ 
picious that Dyfed Powys Police 
& Crime Commissioner Christo¬ 
pher Salmon this week commit¬ 
ted over £144,000 to fund four 
road safety schemes? 

Call me an old cynic if you like 
but I’m finding it too much of a 
coincidence that this massive 
commitment comes just as the 
countdown begins to the May 
election when Mr Salmon will 
face opposition for his highly 
paid salary. The money will fund 
schemes for high school pupils, 
young driver behaviour, people 
at risk and older motorists and 
is commendable but where has 
it been until now? 

How many of us would rec¬ 
ognise the commissioner if we 
bumped into him today?And 
what good has his appointment 
done for the people of Powys 
and Welshpool in particular? 
On one rare appearance be¬ 
fore Welshpool Town Council 
Mr Salmon promised much and 
delivered little - even identifying 
the town’s CCTV camera system 
as a waste of time to the dismay 
of the local bobbies, who make 
regular use of the facility. 

The appointment of commis¬ 
sioners was a controversial issue 
when it was originally floated 
and I have seen nothing since to 
convince me the role is anything 
more than a waste of taxpayers’ 
money. It appears that com¬ 
missioners command salaries 
of between £65,000-£100,000 
depending on the size of their 
patch but there’s a lot more in¬ 
volved. No-one explained at the 
first election that the positions 
of deputy would be created and 
that there would be teams of 
support staff recruited to sup¬ 
port the “busy” commissioners. 

At a time when officers on the 
street are as rare as hen’s teeth 
this is nothing short of a dis¬ 
grace and a sad reflection on our 
proud police force, once regard¬ 
ed as the best in the world. Now 
officers are seeing jobs lost all 
across the country while office 
jobs are being created to sup¬ 
port commissioners. 

The Home Office had said it 
expected the directly elected 
commissioners to cut costs - 
but it’s becoming clear they are 
costing more than the system 
they replaced and we have far 
less front line bobbies to carry 
out the essential roles. The first 
police and crime commissioners 
were elected in October 2012 by 
an average of less than 15 per 
cent of registered voters. That 
was the lowest turnout for any 
major election since World War 
II. I’ll be pleasantly surprised if 
that number increases this May. 

If there was box to tick for 
removing crime commissioners 
from office then I would vote. 
Unfortunately there isn’t so I’ll be 
staying at home like the major¬ 
ity of the population. It’s never 
too late to admit to a mistake 
and this is one the Government 
should own up to.

Sugar! Cutting back on 
white stuff is so tough 


MARK ANDREWS spends a 
day living within the 
recommended guidelines 
for sugar intake 

IT’S not easy trying to keep 
track of your sugar intake. 

For a start sugar is in foods that 
you never imagined, and secondly 
the computer app released by Public 
Health England as the latest weap¬ 
on in the war on obesity is flaky to 
say the least. 

Last month, the government body 
launched the Sugar Smart phone app to 
help people reduce their daily sugar in¬ 
take. The device scans regular foodstuffs 
for their sugar content, to help people en¬ 
sure they eat no more than 30g of added 
sugar each day. 

At least it does when it works. My plan 
to spend a day living according to the 
guidelines doesn’t get off to the easiest 
of starts, though, when the app fails to 
work. Having handed my phone over to 
a 20-something, it emerges that Sugar 
Smart is not compatible with all hand¬ 
sets. 

So it was back to the more traditional 
methods of carefully studying the food 
labels for sugar content. 

Now, let’s be honest, I’m painfully 
aware that my diet would probably hor¬ 
rify the sort of people behind the Sugar 
Smart campaign. It isn’t down to a lack 
of knowledge, as some people suggest, 
or a question of money. It is just that I 
am weak-willed. With a penchant for red 
meat, chips, pork scratchings, real ale 
and confectionary - but not always at 
once -1 am exactly the sort of person the 
campaign is targeting. 

It is not the first time I have tried to 
curtail my sugar intake. Ten years ago, I 
went from two spoonfuls of sugar in my 
coffee, to one-and-a-half. Then, about

three years ago and mindful that my 
progress had slowed a little, I cut it 
down to one. But sugar in coffee is just 
a drop in the ocean. 

The giant bar of Galaxy - which I buy 
for economy purposes, honest - would 
obviously be staying in my desk, con¬ 
taining 218g of sugar — more than 
seven times the recommended daily in¬ 
take. The same went for the giant jar of 
sweets. But surely a few of the butter 
biscuits which I usually start the day 
with would be safe? Well, not exactly. 
Each biscuit contains 3g of sugar, a 
tenth of the daily allowance. After a bit 
of heart-searching, I decide I can ration 
myself to a single biscuit. 

It’s not all bad news. Rummaging 
through my drawers as the hunger 
pangs begin to bite, it emerges pork 
scratchings are extremely low in sugar, 
less than 0.1 g per bag. I can eat 300 of 


those, then. They probably won’t tick 
many other boxes for healthy eating, 
but hey, any port in a storm. 

My wholegrain bread and but¬ 
ter-spread sandwiches make a reason¬ 
ably low-sugar lunch, and I substitute 
my normal mug of coffee with a Bovril. 

By mid-afternoon, though, the frus¬ 
tration is starting to set in. Desperate 
for the fresh flavour of “just natural” 
Mentos Mint Chews, I take a sneaky 
look at the packaging. Now I had sus¬ 
pected for a while that these might 
be tad naughty, given the spaced-out, 
light-headed feeling I sometimes get 
when I overindulge. But a lOOg serv¬ 
ing contains 69g of sugar - and that 
is only half a bag. Desperately count¬ 
ing the number of sweets in a bag like 
a deranged druggie, I calculate that 
each sweet contains about 6g of sugar. 
That’s a fifth of my daily allowance. 


I’m not enjoying this. The other difficult 
part is working out what you can and 
can’t eat and drink. In the absence of the 
Sugar Smart app, there is a plethora of 
conflicting information about how much 
sugar some products contain. Initially, 
it appears that unsweetened instant cof¬ 
fee might contain sugar, but further re¬ 
search reveals this to be a false alarm. At 
3.40pm I conclude it is safe to drink half 
a mug of coffee with no sugar. Yippee. 

Choosing a low-sugar evening meal is 
actually not too difficult, providing you 
don’t expect much in the way of season¬ 
ing. 

My cottage pie contains a sensible 3g 
of sugar, and the accompanying five new 
potatoes about the same. I also have 
three bacon chews, containing 0.3g, 
and three mini toad-in-the-holes at 1. 
And a nice few dollops of HP Sauce? 
No chance. Harold Wilson’s favourite 
condiment is a staggering 23.1 per cent 
sugar. I decide I can afford a spoonful 
of HP, which will add 1.8g to my total, 
combined with a dash of the more virtu¬ 
ous Worcestershire sauce, which adds a 
further 0.9g. Half a mug of instant gravy 
is just half a gram of the white stuff, so 
things are looking good. 

Ordinarily, my evening meal would be 
accompanied by a pint of ale, but follow¬ 
ing another set of guidelines from the 
department of health, I was having one 
of my two alcohol-free nights a week. 

Instead, I have a small bottle of al¬ 
cohol-free beer. It has the colour and 
texture of something concocted in a test 
tube, and is almost as low in sugar con¬ 
tent as it is in flavour. 

Still, mission almost accomplished. 

The day almost over, and I have con¬ 
sumed just 21.1g of sugar - little more 
than two-thirds of my recommended 
daily allowance. Result. 

Feeling pretty chuffed by my achieve¬ 
ment, I decide I have earned myself a 
treat. Something a bit edgy, a touch dec¬ 
adent. I know, I’ll have a mug of coffee 
with one sugar. Well, you know, some¬ 
times you just have to push the boat out.

FOR YOU 


It seems likely that the EU Ref¬ 
erendum, when the people of the 
UK decide whether to remain in 
the European Union or leave, will 
be held on June 23. 

Personally, I would have pre¬ 
ferred it to be held in September. 

It will be much the most impor¬ 
tant debate and decision on this 
Parliament and should not be 
rushed - or appear to be rushed. 

An early vote may deliver the 
‘preferred’ result. 

But if it looks rushed in order 
to help the ‘Remain’ side, it will 
backfire anyway. 

The referendum must be (and 
be seen to be) a matter for the 
British people to decide. 

I am steadfastly refusing to 
commit to either side until much 
closer to the referendum date. 

At present all we have is a 
proposal from the Polish leader, 
Donald Tusk, which has not even 
yet been accepted by our Euro¬ 
pean Union partners. 

Proposed 

And I must admit, I’m not sure 
what to make of some of what’s 
proposed. 

All seems to me ill-defined, 
and it would be a touch rushed 
- irresponsible even - to take an 
absolute opinion now. 

Like agreeing to a marriage 
without meeting the bride before 
the wedding! 

Let’s consider what reforms 
might be on the table, and how 
significant they are. 

The EU commitment to “ever 
closer union” could be dropped. 

This would be significant if it’s 
nailed down. 

But that’s a big big ‘if. 

There’s talk of protection for 
non-Euro countries from the ever 
more powerful German con¬ 
trolled Eurozone as fiscal union 
inevitably follows monetary un¬ 
ion. 

But is this more than just talk? 

Understand 

We need to understand what 
the ‘Red Card’ system and the 
‘Emergency Break’ actually 
mean in practice. 

And we need to know to what 
extent we have any control over 
our own borders. 

So many questions. 

Before I commit myself I need 
to discuss this issue with my 
constituents. 

I also need to consult with the 
Montgomeryshire Conservative 
Association, who work voluntari¬ 
ly to help me be elected. My aim 
is to arrange at least 20 meetings 
before ‘Referendum Day’. 

By then I hope we’ll have de¬ 
veloped a clear view which side 
of this important debate we are 
on. 

Many Chronicle readers will 
know how they are going to vote. 

But a lot don’t. We could have 
around 20 weeks to make up 
your minds.

Then perhaps spend the odd billion 
pounds remaining on improving existing 
rail tracks and purchasing a few additional 
rail carriages.

I doubt many will remember Rachel 
Musson, Shropshire Council’s corporate 
head of finance and commerce when ip&e 
was originally set up, but at the time she 
promised that ip&e would “become a large 
employer as its operations expand...to pro¬ 
vide services back to the council, providing 
us with an opportunity to trade and take 
on functions from other bodies. We want 
to be able to offer high class services to 
other organisations in the future.” 

She went on to say: “There may be op¬ 
portunities within the company to operate 
different types of vehicles...” 

Presumably get-away cars, because this 
authority needs to get away from the scene 
before the taxpayers of Shropshire, who 
are underwriting this disastrous vanity 
scheme, discover how much this misbegot¬ 
ten endeavour will end up costing them.

Austerity gives 
a double blow 

SHROPSHIRE residents are doubly disad¬ 
vantaged in Austerity UK. 

We not only suffering from cut after 
cut to national public service budgets, but 
these are exacerbated by yet more budget 
cuts to vital services for which our Con¬ 
servative council is responsible. 

Services for the elderly are a case in 
point. 

Our government and our council seem 
quite comfortable to see those in their later 
years neglected and not provided with the 
care they need: care that is routinely avail¬ 
able in Germany or Sweden.

The independent, international report 
produced by the OECD reveals that the 
number of people in the UK above retire¬ 
ment age is increasing and demands for 
care are going up.

A PENSIONER fighting on behalf 
of other elderly people claims 
they are being treated like sec¬ 
ond class citizens by banking gi¬ 
ants as more local branches face 
closure. 

Bryan Swain met with the manager 
of the Co-op Bank in Oswestry recent¬ 
ly to express his disgust at the compa¬ 
ny’s decision to leave the town branch. 

He said although the banks offer alter¬ 
natives for people losing their local branch, 
such as the internet and Post Offices, it 
does not stretch far enough. 

“They are abandoning elderly people. 
They refer people to online banking but 
not all elderly people use the internet, plus 
online banking doesn’t provide the same 
service as a branch does,” he said. 

The 71-year-old, from St Martins near 
Oswestry, who volunteers to take part in 
a ‘befriending’ scheme, said the closures 
were making life difficult for pensioners. 

He said: “Not everyone can get to the 
banks in other towns such as Shrewsbury, 
and when you do there’s the £4 parking 
charge you pay.” 

Earlier this month officials confirmed 
Oswestry’s Co-operative Bank will be clos¬ 
ing on May 3. Liam Coleman, director retail 
and commercial bank at The Co-operative 
Bank, cited the increase in digital banking 
contributing to the firm’s decision to close 
the branch. Branches in Whitchurch and 
Wellington will also close. 

In recent months HSBC has announced 
closures in the region. Chirk, Llanfyllin, 
Llanfair Caereinion and Ruabon are among 
those deemed no longer viable. 


A RECYCLING and resale organisa¬ 
tion is asking residents to consider 
whether they could donate unwant¬ 
ed household goods to one of its cen¬ 
tres. 

Reviive, which is based in 
Oswestry, was established in 2010 
by Shropshire Housing Alliance and 
South Shropshire Furniture Scheme. 


It has four centres in Oswestry, 
Shrewsbury and Telford, and one in 
Chester, which take in usable items 
which can be reconditioned and 
sold on. Before donating people are 
being asked to consider if the item 
is in good condition; has it item been 
kept out of the rain and other poten¬ 
tially damaging weather; and does it 


have some useful life left in it.Julian 
Price, managing director, said: “The 
world of re-use is often about opin¬ 
ions. That is to say everyone has an 
idea about what condition household 
items are in and whether they can 
be reused. If people are still unsure 
then they are of course, welcome to 
contact us for clarification.” 


Restoration 
of waterway 
set to take a 
step forward 

VOLUNTEERS will be digging in to 
a disused railway embankment as 
part of work on the restoration of the 
Montgomery Canal. 

The Waterway Recovery Group will 
spend this weekend investigating the 
abutments of an old bridge which is 
currently obstructing restoration of 
the canal to see what will be involved 
in clearing the line of the waterway. 

Michael Limbrey, chairman of the 
Montgomery Waterway Restoration 
Trust, said he was pleased to see the 
Waterway Recovery Group return 
after previous visits. He said: “Volun¬ 
teers of the Inland Waterways Asso¬ 
ciation’s Waterway Recovery Group 
have been involved in the restoration 
of the Montgomery Canal for many 
years. The Waterway Recovery Group 
works all over the country and has 
great experience in bringing canals 
back to life. A number of the volun¬ 
teers who are coming have worked 
on the Montgomery Canal before, as 
well as helping with other restoration 
projects on canals in Huddersfield, 
Rochdale and Droitwich. The week¬ 
end project will involve investiga¬ 
tion of the old railway embankment 
which blocks the line of the canal and 
is being assisted with funds from the 
Shrewsbury & North Wales branch of 
the Inland Waterways Association. 

“The towpath past the railway em¬ 
bankment is well-used and anyone 
walking along it is cautioned that it 
may be necessary from time to time 
to limit use of the towpath when vol¬ 
unteers are removing trees and un¬ 
dergrowth and bringing in a digger to 
dig trenches by the retaining walls at 
each end of the embankment. Some 
interruptions may be brief and the 
towpath will be open again as soon as 
possible.”

Delight as 
council gets 
more funding 

NEWS that Powys is to benefit from 
additional Welsh Government fund¬ 
ing in the coming financial year has 
been welcomed by the county coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet. 

Welsh Government Finance Minis¬ 
ter Jane Hutt announced that three 
rural councils would receive addi¬ 
tional funding with Powys receiving 
£1.9m as part of the annual budget 
settlement. 

Leader of Powys County Council, 
Councillor Barry Thomas said: “I am 
very pleased at the announcement 
of additional funding for Powys, the 
county had received the lowest settle¬ 
ment in the Wales with a 4.1 per cent 
cut in funding. The additional funding 
will help a great deal but will not solve 
all of our problems, and we still face 
very challenging savings targets over 
the next three or four years.” 

Council bosses said the funding 
may mean the authority may no 
longer need to introduce transport 
charges for post-16 learners or take 
forward plans for further rural trans¬ 
port funding reductions and plans to 
move to a four-weekly collection of 
residual waste. 

The council will consider its annual 
bu dget on February 25. _

Road safety schemes 
launched to save lives

FOUR new road safety schemes 
are being launched to try to re¬ 
duce the number of people killed 
or seriously injured on the roads 
of Mid Wales. 

In the first six months of last year 
more than 600 people were killed or 
injured on the roads of Dyfed-Powys. 

As a result three campaigns are being 
set up to inspire better road behaviour and 
attitudes among younger road users, while 
the fourth will encourage improved driving 
by older motorists. 

In total the schemes will cost just under 
£154,000 - which will be funded by the Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner Christopher 
Salmon. 

Mr Salmon has also announced that he 
will be reinvesting around £180,000 of 
Road to Safety funding in roads policing. 

He said: “I had some great ideas on keep¬ 
ing road users safe and I’ve chosen the best. 
My Road to Safety scheme will improve the 
lives of our communities by reducing the 
number of road casualties. 

“I and Dyfed-Powys Police continue to 
work hard to preserve life but the public 
also have a great role to play in keeping all 
of us safe. 

“I ask drivers, bikers and cyclists to con¬ 
sider the importance of road safety. The 
people best able to affect the safety of road 
users - weather and road surface included 
- are road users themselves. 

“Too many people die or are badly hurt 
on our roads; working with trusted expert 
partners I want to make Dyfed-Powys a 
safer place. One death is one too many - I 
urge caution and care by all.” 


Code system will flag up problems

VISITORS to the countryside 
can now report problems when 
using footbridges, boardwalks 
and other structures instantly, 
thanks to new initiative. 

More than 1,000 plaques with 
Quick Response (QR) codes have 
been installed on rights of way 
structures in Mid Wales as part 
of a project by Powys County 
Council’s countryside services 
team. 

The codes are used to pro¬ 
vide easy access to information 
through a smartphone or tablet 
device. For this project, when 
someone scans in the QR code it 
will take them to an online form 
where people can report any 
problems with that particular 
structure. 

Councillor John Powell, cab¬ 
inet member for countryside 
services, said: “With over 2,300 
structures on our rights of way 
network that stretches over 
9,000km in length, carrying 
out regular inspections has its 
unique challenges. Installing 
the QR codes on our structures 
will go towards helping over¬ 
come these challenges. Users 
will be able to report any prob¬ 
lems they encounter using their 
smartphone or tablet device im¬ 
mediately using the identifica¬ 
tion code.” 


Query raised 
over claims 
by candidates 

A MAYOR has criticised Welsh As¬ 
sembly election candidates for taking 
credit for work actually done by the 
town council and other community 
organisations. 

Welshpool Town Council has said 
it was “somewhat dismayed” to find 
that candidates for the Welsh As¬ 
sembly elections in May have been 
putting out material and talking 
about their achievements when credit 
should have been directed to others. 

Town Mayor Councillor Malcolm 
Douglass said he would ask for an end 
to inaccurate claims. 

He said: “The town council prides 
itself on its achievements and its 
pro-activity which enhances and in¬ 
vigorates the town’s amenities and 
development. 

“This is often achieved in partner¬ 
ship with other agencies and, indeed, 
in many cases it depends on volun¬ 
teers. 

“We would like to see proper poli¬ 
cies and details of what candidates are 
actually going to do for Welshpool and 
real evidence of that commitment be¬ 
fore claiming credit for things which 
they are not completely responsible 
for achieving as an individual.”

Former pub listed as community asset 



The Lodge in Weston Rhyn has been successfully registered as an asset of community value 


A FORMER pub that is currently be¬ 
ing used as an Indian restaurant has 
been registered as an asset of commu¬ 
nity value. 

Real ale campaign group CAMRA 
put in the request for The Lodge in 
Weston Rhyn, near Oswestry, and it 
has been placed on Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil’s list. It means that if it were to be 
put up for sale the community would 
have first chance to buy it. 

The restaurant, formerly The Top 
House Lodge pub, is owned by Oak 
Inns Properties, which had opposed 
the nomination and said it has no 
plans to sell the venue, although the 
leasehold was recently sold. It also 
said that the main use of the building 
is now as a restaurant, with the bar 
area ancillary to the restaurant. 

In its nomination, CAMRA said 
The Lodge is the only community pub 
in the centre of the village - Weston 
Rhyn’s other pub The Plough is more 
than half a mile away on the edge of 
the village. It also said the site offers 
TV sport, darts and pool, and has 
hosted community events as well as 
raising money for charity. 

The CAMRA member who made 
the nomination also said the bar is 
used by many local people and that 
comments made on the TripAdvisor 
website showed that the business was 
“a valuable community asset”, with 
one reviewer noting “this is not a pub 
offering curry, but an Indian restau¬ 


rant offering a pub.” The nomination 
was backed by Weston Rhyn Parish 
Council. 

It is the second time The Lodge had 
been nominated to become an asset of 
community value. 

In November 2014 the parish 


council applied to have the building 
designated as a community asset to 
prevent the village from losing any 
more amenities. But on that occasion 
it was unsuccessful as it was judged to 
be “highly unlikely” that it would be 
used as a community pub within the 


next five years, as a 10-year restau¬ 
rant lease had been signed. A year ago 
the pub was reopened as The Lodge 
Indian and Bangladeshi Restaurant, 
and following a change of manage¬ 
ment last month, it was relaunched 
again, still as a restaurant. 


Reminder on 
rubbish for 
householders 

RESIDENTS of Mid Wales are being 
reminded that rubbish not contained 
within wheelie bins will not be col¬ 
lected and could even lead to a fine. 

A temporary measure was put in 
place due to the collection arrange¬ 
ments over Christmas and the New 
Year which resulted in some residents 
having to wait an extra week for their 
refuse and recycling collection and 
also the extra waste generated during 
this period. 

Councillor John Powell, cabinet 
member for environment and sus¬ 
tainability, said: “Now that the festive 
period is over, any refuse that is not 
contained within a wheeled bin will 
not be collected. 

“Wheeled bin lids must be fully 
closed and any additional waste that 
is not placed out for collection in 
Powys purple refuse sacks will be left. 

“Householders will be written to 
informing them of the reason for this 
being left and that repeat incidents 
could ultimately lead to a fixed pen¬ 
alty notice. The council faces strict 
statutory recycling targets set by the 
Welsh Government which will result 
in heavy fines if not met. There is still 
too much refuse being sent to landfill 
and we urge residents to ensure that 
they recycle as much of their waste as 
possible.”

Tributes paid to 
'charismatic' Tory 
peer Lord Harlech 



Conservative peer Lord Harlech has died, aged 61

TRIBUTES have been paid to 
Conservative peer Lord Har¬ 
lech. 

Francis Ormsby-Gore, 6th Bar¬ 
on Harlech, died at The Glyn Es¬ 
tate near Harlech on Monday last 
week aged 61. 

His ancestral home was at the Brog- 
yntyn Estate, on the edge of Oswestry. 

Councillor Caerwyn Roberts, who 
represents Harlech and Talsarnau 
on Gwynedd Council and knew Lord 
Harlech for over 20 years, said he was 
shocked by the news. 

He said: “He was a very knowledge¬ 
able person and very friendly. 

“I was always happy to see him and 
every time I did see him I always felt 
like I learnt something new, he was 
that kind of man. 

“He was charismatic, and would 
dress very differently, wearing his 
black hat and a cravat. He’d had his 
troubles, but the feeling locally was 
one of sympathy rather than condem¬ 
nation. 

“Over the years he use to visit me 
to discuss twinning Harlech with 
Kosovo, it was around 10 years ago he 
approached the subject last with me. 
Because of all the trouble the country 
was having at the time he thought by 
twinning the areas together it would 
create stability over there. 

“Unfortunately the process of twin¬ 
ning towns costs a lot of money and 
at that point the community council 
didn’t have the funding to go ahead 
with this. It was a shame as I know he 
was very passionate about it. 

“He will be remembered very fondly 


- he will remain in the memory for 
some time.” 

The Harlech family moved out of 
Brogyntyn the 1950s. 

The historic house was then let to 
British Telecom for an exchange. 

Ormsby Gore inherited the property 
and the Harlech title from his father, 
a former British ambassador to Wash¬ 
ington and the founding chairman of 
Harlech Television, in 1985. 

But he was immediately hit by crip¬ 
pling death duties of more £1 million, 
forcing the family to sell some of their 
art treasures to pay for maintenance 
of the estate. 

Lord Harlech put his ancestral home 


for 200 years on the market in 2000 
for £5million, and the estate is now 
owned by Oswestry development firm 
JR Pickstock. 

A spokesman for the Conservative 
Party in the House of Lords said: 
“Lord Harlech was a Conservative 
member of the House of Lords for 14 
years inheriting the title from his fa¬ 
ther in 1985 until the passing of the 
House of Lords Act in 1999. 

“He was a popular and colourful 
figure and will be much missed by his 
many friends.” 

North West Wales coroner’s of¬ 
fice said the death was from natural 
causes. 


Have a say on school age move 


RESIDENTS are being invited to have 
their say on proposed changes to the 
age when children in Mid Wales should 
start school. 

Powys County Council’s cabinet is 
looking for the views of residents on 
proposed amendments to the primary 
and infant school admission arrange¬ 
ments for the 2017/18 school year. 

The council is proposing revising 
its policy so that children would start 


school in the September after their 
fourth birthday - currently they can 
start school at the beginning of the 
term in which they have their fourth 
birthday. 

All children would be admitted in to 
school at the start of the autumn term 
in September. 

The revised arrangements would 
start in September 2017. Additional 
hours of free pre-school provision will 


be available to parents and this is in¬ 
cluded as part of the current consul¬ 
tation. 

Councillor Arwel Jones, cabi¬ 
net member with responsibility for 
schools, said: “Current calculations in¬ 
dicate that this change would provide 
efficiencies of £1.5m annually.

Grieving families are 
drawn to knife angel

AN angel sculpture being creat¬ 
ed from street weapons is fast 
becoming a memorial to many of 
those murdered across Britain. 

The ‘knife angel’, still under wraps 
at the British Ironwork Centre in 
Oswestry, is made up of blades that 
have been confiscated by police forces 
up and down the country or that had 
been posted into special amnesty bins 
in towns and cities. 

Its aim was to raise awareness of knife 
crime. But managing director of the firm, 
Clive Knowles, said he was being contacted 
by families of victims of knife crime asking 
if they could be involved. 

Several families have already visited the 
centre to engrave a message in honour of 
their loved one, including the family of 
21-year-old Danny Jones, who was killed 
in Oswestry in April 2013, attacked with a 
replica Lord of the Rings sword. 

Danny’s mother, Lisa McNeil from 
Chirk, launched the ‘Save a life, Surrender 
your knife’ campaign that has seen about 
60,000 knives already donated. Mr Know¬ 
les said the requests to engrave knives from 
victims’ families had snowballed. 

“We think that by the end of the year we 
could have 1,000 people remembered this 
way on the knife angel,” he said. 

“If the sculpture, in any way, helps pre¬ 
vent just one death and another family 
having to go through what these families 
have then it will have achieved something 
wonderful. Some people see it as a tribute, 
others see it as a way of having some kind 
of closure on the tragedy.” Mr Knowles said 
that about two-thirds of the police forces 
across Britain had already agreed to get 
involved with the campaign. “We want to 
get every single force on board, otherwise 
it will not be a national campaign,” he said.

Lifehouse, who are specialist within 
their field but not qualified as teach¬ 
ers, to have the opportunity to get a 
qualification by following the School 
Direct programme. 

Village school is 
given top rating 

A VILLAGE primary school has been 
deemed outstanding by Ofsted inspec¬ 
tors. 

Criftins Church of England Pri¬ 
mary School at Dudleston Heath near 
Oswestry is a four classroom school 
with 104 pupils. 

Headteacher Mandy Jones said 
everyone at the school was “thrilled to 
bits” with the outstanding status. 

She said: “The staff here are amaz¬ 
ing as are the children and Criftins 
School is a real part of the community. 

“We are very children centred. 

“We don’t want them to be put off 
by education and our aim is to help 
make wonderful little people and see 
them move forward.” 

Inspectors said the behaviour of the 
children was outstanding.

BT site leads 
the battle on 
nuisance callers 

TELECOMS giant BT’s centre at Oswestry is playing a 
pivotal role in a new fight against nuisance phone calls. 

The site, which employs 440 people across two buildings, 
has launched a new service which will divert nuisance calls 
to landlines into a junk voicemail box, similar to those op¬ 
erated on e-mail systems. 

The service will harness huge computing power to ana¬ 
lyse large amounts of live data, which will allow network 
experts at the Oswestry centre to identify rogue numbers. 

Typically, these will be numbers which make very large 
numbers of calls, and these will be added to a BT blacklist, 
cutting the number of similar calls received by customers. 

John Petter, chief executive of BT’s Consumer business, 
said: “Nuisance calls are one of the great annoyances of 
modern life. 

“Everyone will have received one. We are delighted to 
have made this major breakthrough. We are giving control 
of the landline back to our customers and removing a major 
hassle and grief for millions of customers.” 

He added: “We have been at the forefront of equipping 
our customers to defend themselves against the flow of PPI 
and unwanted marketing calls that has become a flood in 
recent years. 

“Now we are able to announce that we are working to 
identify and tackle huge numbers of those calls in the net¬ 
work. 

“We are doing our bit. 

“We call on other providers to up their game in the fight 
against this menace. 

“They can help us to root out the malicious players they 
may be hosting on their own networks when we identify 
dodgy and suspicious calling behaviour.” 


Council objecting 
to poultry plan 


PLANS to build a poultry 
unit which could house up 
to 200,000 chickens have 
been opposed by a parish 
council. 

Great Ness and Little 
Ness Parish Council has ob¬ 
jected to Shropshire Council 
over plans by Great Ness 
Poultry Farm Ltd for four 
bird rearing buildings, a bi¬ 
omass building, 10 feed bins 
and other buildings on land 
beside the A5 on Kinton 
Farm near Nesscliffe. 

The company behind the 
proposals said the develop¬ 
ment would help cut food 
miles by reducing the need 
to import foreign-produced 
poultry. 

But the council said the 
development’s impact on 
residents, its visual impact, 
the effect on the commu¬ 
nity, pollution and waste 
management, and working 


hours on the site made it 
undesirable. 

It said that in 2010 the ap¬ 
plicants had said in another 
study that the Kinton site 
was unsuitable as a chicken 
farm development because 
many local people would 
be affected, and because of 
road safety concerns. 

The council also said the 
application would affect 
the landscape, particularly 
when viewed from Nesscliffe 
hill, which is an attraction 
for tourists. 

The development would 
be the fifth large industrial 
chicken establishment in a 
two kilometre radius sur¬ 
rounding all of the villages 
in the Nesscliffe Parish 
Council area. 

No decision has been yet 
made on the application 
by planners at Shropshire 
Council.

A TEENAGER aiming to raise 
awareness of sexual abuse and 
society’s part in preventing it has 
organised the screening of a doc¬ 
umentary to coincide with Inter¬ 
national Women’s Day. 

Alyana Nonan, a former sixth former 
at The Marches in Oswestry, has organ¬ 
ised the exclusive screening of interna¬ 
tional documentary film Bontok, Rape- 
less at Kinoculture cinema in Oswestry.

The 18-year-old, who wants to study 
global politics and international relations 
at university which she hopes will eventu¬ 
ally lead to a job at the UN, said it is a sub¬ 
ject she feels passionately about. 

“I think it’s something that’s relevant to 
everyone, rape is something that should not 
happen at all. It’s idealist I know but we 
need to reject that notion, our social values 
need to be stronger,” she said. 

“It’s a film from the Philippines that 


shows two Filipino women, both victims of 
sexual abuse in varying degrees, looking for 
a utopia in which women can live without 
being sexually abused. They came across a 
society in which, a generation ago had no 
concept, incident or even a term for rape. 
This event is done in order to raise aware¬ 
ness about sexual abuse and how we, as a 
society, can prevent this as the film demon¬ 
strates.”

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Farmers 

backing 

scheme 


MORE than 300 farmers and smallholders 
are signed up for a scheme to fight rural 
crime. 

Farm Watch, a scheme that tackles 
crime on farms and smallholdings across 
the Welshpool area, has gained momen¬ 
tum over the past year, and now reaches 
out to 346 farms in the East Montgomer¬ 
yshire region. 

Stephen Kenyon, group secretary of 
the NFU Welshpool branch, launched the 
scheme in 2013. It works in partnership 
with Dyfed-Powys Police to send out live 
alerts to farmers, smallholders and livery 
yard owners following the occurrence of a 
local incident. 

Mr Kenyon sends out live text alerts 
to the farms providing basic information 
about the incidents, which he receives de¬ 
tails of from police. 

Mr Kenyon said: “We’re delighted with 
the success of the Farm Watch scheme. 
As the local point of contact for our NFU 
members, we have a responsibility to offer 
continued support to rural communities 
and this scheme has helped to unite our 
community and make our neighbourhood 
a safer place. The programme works to 
support our local community, I regularly 
send out live alert text messages to 346 
farms in an effort to fight against rural 
crime. I think it’s so successful because 
it not only informs the farmers but farm¬ 
ers know if they see suspicious vehicles or 
someone acting suspiciously to phone the 
non emergency 101 number, which allows 
police to build a picture of the what’s going 
on in the area. 

“I think it’s success is also down to the 
fact farmers know the information isn’t 
just going down a black hole.” 

Mr Kenyon said Farm Watch also con¬ 
tributes by disrupting would-be criminals. 

“We’re making it harder for them, and 
disrupting their movements and how they 
would’ve done things,” he said. Despite 
Farm Watch’s success, Mr Kenyon said 
rural crime is still a big problem and urged 
farmers not to be complacent. 


'Mad Jack’s* cups at auction 



Jack Mytton, the Shropshire eccentric famed for his wild antics One of the cups which bears the name John Mytton, otherwise known as ‘Mad Jack’ 


FROM riding a bear through his 
drawing room to jumping a horse 
over the heads of people eating their 
dinner, tales of ‘Mad Jack’ Mytton 
abound. 

Now two cups thought to belong to the 
legendary Shropshire figure are coming 
up for auction, The cups are among many 
items from the country estate of Linley 
Hall going under the hammer. 


Sales by Hall’s Auctioneers feature lots from 
the collection at the Bishop’s Castle country 
house, including ceramics, glassware and por¬ 
traits. 

Linley Hall was home to the More family, 
which had links to the Mytton family, from 
when it was built in the 18th century for Roger 
More until the death of Sir John Jasper More, 
who was MP for Ludlow, in 1987. 

John Mytton of Halston, also known as Mad 
Jack, was also an MP, for Shrewsbury, in the 
19th century. Based at Halston Hall, Whitting¬ 


ton, near Oswestry, he was notorious for his 
eccentricity and outlandish stunts. Caroline 
Dennard, European ceramics specialist at Halls, 
said the two cups bearing his name were likely 
to spark the interest of local history enthusiasts 
when they go under the hammer at the Battle¬ 
field salerooms, Shrewsbury, on March 2. 

She said: “The pieces in question are two 
early 19th century twin-handled cups which 
bear the name John Mytton of Halston. 

“Mad Jack is something of a local Shropshire 
legend and the idea that these cups may have 


belonged to the man himself is certainly an ex¬ 
citing prospect. 

“Fittingly, the two cups consigned for sale 
are as quirky as the character himself - a 19th 
century joke tradition, the interior of each cup 
reveals a crouching frog, the idea being that the 
full cup would pass to a friend, or perhaps foe, 
who would drink until the frog was revealed, 
giving the drinker a big surprise.” 

‘Mad Jack’ ended up deeply in debt and una¬ 
ble to pay his creditors, and died in prison after 
returning to the UK from Europe, aged 37.

Transform your home on a budget 



THE new series of The House That 
£100k Built: Tricks Of The Trade will 
see 12 homeowners revive their 
pads without breaking the bank. 
Keeley Bolger asks the show’s ar¬ 
chitect host Piers Taylor to reveal 
his top tips... 

A GROWING family, flexible working arrange¬ 
ments and a lack of space are all common rea¬ 
sons for wanting to buy a new house. 

Meanwhile, soaring prices and high compe¬ 
tition for affordable homes can mean the only 
properties available to cash-strapped first-time 
buyers are poky, less-than-ideal pads, often in 
need of extensive renovation. 

With this in mind, BBC Two are back with a 
new series of The £100k House: Tricks Of The 
Trade, and once again, host and architect Piers 
Taylor will join forces with a team of experts 
to help 12 owners transform their homes on a 
shoestring. 

Ranging from crumbling terraces, ex-local 
authority homes, bungalows and two-up-two- 
downs, Taylor and co will use their nous to im¬ 
prove spaces on a tight budget, even doing up 
an entire house for just £10k. 

Promising as it sounds to have a team of 
pros shaping your renovation dreams, realisti¬ 
cally, can the rest of us achieve transformative 
results with a budget of say, £5k? 

“Yes,” says Taylor. “Because making a dif¬ 
ference to your house is typically about making 
some sort of spatial change. It’s not about what 
you buy, it’s about what you do.” 

So what can you do to change your house 
without breaking the bank? Here, Taylor 
shares his top 10 tips... 

1. DITCH THE ‘DREAM’ HOME 

Instead of snapping up new interiors, spend 
your money on changing the space itself. “The 
tyranny of Grand Designs is that we think 
that you need to live in a ‘dream home’,” says 
Taylor. “But actually, ordinary houses can be 
really good.” 


2. SPACED OUT 

Consider what you really require from your 
home, and whether you need lots of little 
rooms, or would actually benefit from an open- 
plan living space. Culling redundant areas, 
including corridors, which Taylor says “are 
usually wasted space”, can open up your home, 
as could investing in built-in furniture, which 
can double up as storage. 

3. TOTALLY FLOORED 

It’s not always possible to extend a small flat 
or house, but there are some simple tricks to 
give the impression of more space. “It’s not the 
material you use, it’s how you use it,” Taylor 


explains. “If you use the same material for the 
floor running right the way through the house, 
it will always seem bigger than doing different 
floors in different places.” 

On that note, you could also take away 
threshold strips in doorways, to add to that 
sense of flow and space. 

4. MATERIAL WORLD 
Opting for cheaper materials can be a great 
way of cutting costs. “I’m a big fan of the most 
ordinary material,” says Taylor, who recom¬ 
mends buying from builders’ merchants, and 
also suggests using plywood. 

“You can do a lot with white plasterboard,” 


he adds. “You can do a lot with plaster itself. 
You can varnish it and wax it, it doesn’t even 
need painting. It’s about the most ordinary 
material you can get.” 

5. COLOUR ME GLAD 

Clever use of colour can breathe new life into 
a tiny space. “People often try and break up 
their house into small areas, with different col¬ 
ours and different floors,” Taylor notes. 

“That’s often the worst thing to do if you 
want more space. If you use the same colour, it 
will appear bigger.” 

6. BREAK DOWN THOSE WALLS 

Using inexpensive polycarbonate or translu¬ 


cent panels to separate rooms, instead of the 
usual plasterboard walls, can also help add 
space, as those materials are typically less wide 
than traditional walls. 

7. OR MOVE THEM... 

“If you have a fixed budget of £5k to re-do 
your kitchen, you can often do more by spend¬ 
ing £1,000 of that moving a wall or changing 
the shape of the room, and then spending less 
money on the kitchen [fittings and worktops],” 
he explains. 

8. FORGET ROOM RULES 

With adult children living at home for longer 
and elderly parents moving in, it’s time to 
loosen up rigid arrangements. 

“My oldest is 24 and has a flat of her own, 
but she still comes back for sometimes a night, 
sometimes three weeks,” says the father-of- 
four. “She doesn’t need her own room, so she 
actually has a sleeping platform that’s carved 
out of a piece of space above a bathroom.” 

9. WORK SOME CREATIVITY 

Be open-minded about the possibilities for 
creating a home office. 

“My son’s bedroom is a particularly strange 
shape, so my wife actually built a little sepa¬ 
rate compartment and it’s kind of a home of¬ 
fice within a room,” says Taylor, who suggests 
using the space in a landing to store books or 
make a small office area. “And because she 
generally uses it in the day and my son is at 
school, it’s quite a good use of space. 

“You don’t need a separate room to be a 
home office.” 

10. EXPERT SOURCES 

Budgeting for professional help can save 
money in the long-term. 

“It’s always good to get a little bit of advice 
from an architect, or someone who can think 
about spaces,” Taylor advises. 

“Even if you only had one day or half a day 
[with them] just about space, it always makes 
you think about the critical thing, which is 
how will all the spaces work.”

Shropdoc contract could 
be extended until 2018

THE not-for-profit company that provides Shropshire’s out-of-hours GP 
service could have its contract extended by two years ahead of a new inte¬ 
grated care system launching in 2018, under new plans. 

The future of Shropdoc, which has been operated by GPs in the county 
for 20 years, is under review and may be replaced with another provider or 
merged with the national 111 advice and assessment line. 

Shropshire and Telford & Wrekin Clinical Commissioning Groups will 
hold an extraordinary general meeting next week to discuss the options. 
But it is recommended they allow Shropdoc to continue for two years under 
new arrangements to provide services in accordance with the new national 
commissioning standards. 

Under the proposals, providers will be invited to bid to run the out-of- 
hours service, which would be integrated with other local services, from 
April 2018. 

New commissioning standards for integrated urgent care were published 
in September 2015 expecting commissioners to deliver a fundamental rede¬ 
sign of the NHS urgent care “front door”. 

Under plans for an integrated service, there will be 24/7 access to all ur¬ 
gent care services through the NHS 111 hotline service. 

Clinical hubs will also be created consisting of a wide range of clinicians, 
both generalist and specialist, offering advice to patients, health advisors, 
and health professionals. A presentation on the proposed changes was given 
to Telford & Wrekin Council and Shropshire Council’s joint health overview 
and scrutiny committee, on behalf of both CCGs, on Friday. 


Staff given training on 
tackling radicalisation

NHS staff in Shropshire are being armed with counter-terrorism training. 

Staff, including doctors, nurses, admin workers and porters, are being 
equipped under a mandatory government-led programme. 

It is aimed at teaching health workers placed in the community to “iden¬ 
tify individuals who may be groomed in to terrorist activity”. 

The course is called Prevent and it has been included in the regular pro¬ 
gramme of training for all NHS sector workers in England and Wales. 

A report on the framework of the training said: “With 1.3 million people 
employed by the NHS and a further 700,000 private and charitable staff 
delivering services to NHS patients, we have 315,000 patient contacts per 
day in England alone. 

Staff must be able to recognise signs of radicalisation and be confident in 
referring individuals who can then receive support. 

“It aims to stop people becoming terrorists or supporting terrorism. It 
is described as the only long-term solution to the threat we face from ter¬ 
rorism. 

“Radicalisation is comparable to other forms of exploitation. 

“It is therefore a safeguarding issue staff working in the health sector 
must be aware of.” 

Andy Rogers, spokesman for the Shropshire Health NHS Trust, said all 
staff had to undergo the training course. 

He said: “It is part of the government’s counter-terrorism strategy and 
has been part of the NHS mandatory training programme for quite a few 
years now.” 


GPs 'running on empty* 
as workload increases

GPS are “running on empty” due to their increasing workload, a Shrop¬ 
shire member of the British Medical Association has claimed. 

A survey carried out by the organisation found that more than half of GP 
practices believe the quality of care they deliver is deteriorating because of 
rising workload. 

The BMA says that the findings have shown that only two per cent of 
the 2,800 practices surveyed believe their workload is low or manageable. 

The results also reveal that more than half of those who responded to the 
survey think that the quality of service at their practice has deteriorated 
over the past 12 months. 

Dr Mary McCarthy, a BMA spokeswoman and a GP at Belvidere Medical 
Practice in Shrewsbury, said the pressure is increasing due to a lack of 
funding and because there are not enough doctors to replace those who are 
retiring. She said: “General practice is under stress because it is dealing 
with more chronic disease than previously would have been seen in hospital 
clinics and demand for appointments has increased. 

“One third of GPs in the West Midlands are retiring in the next few years 
and there are not enough new doctors to replace them. At least a third of 
GP training places have remained unfilled. 

“There is serious concern that funding cuts over the last five years will 
not provide the resource that general practice needs.” 

Dr Bob Morley, BMA GP representative for the West Midlands, warned 
that GPs are currently “running on empty”, and called on the government 
to help provide more resources to ease the burden. 


NHS FINANCE PROBE 



FINANCIAL experts have been 
brought in to scrutinise the cost of 
Shropshire’s healthcare shake-up, 
including the possible closure of 
one of the county’s A&E units. 

Experts from international auditing 
company PricewaterhouseCoopers (PwC) 
have been asked to work with the Future 
Fit NHS review. 

They will provide an independent assess¬ 
ment of the financial state of services across 
the county - and judge how affordable sug¬ 
gested changes to care are. 

Future Fit is leading a review that will al¬ 
most certainly lead to the closure of an A&E 
unit at either Telford’s Princess Royal Hospi¬ 
tal or Royal Shrewsbury Hospital. 

Pricewaterhouse Coopers will look at the 
financial implications of the changes to A&E. 

It is part of a wider review in which the com¬ 
pany’s accountants will look at the cost of NHS 
services across Shropshire as a whole. 

Stalled 

NHS officials refused to say how much PwC 
was being paid to audit services in the county. 

The move comes after the Future Fit review 
stalled last year as further work was needed 
to address a £20 million-plus deficit for health 
services in Shropshire. 

In a paper for a meeting which was held in 
Telford this week, Neil Nisbet, finance direc¬ 
tor at Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust, said: “It became clear that further work 
would be needed to ensure local plans for im¬ 
proving the quality and safety of local health 
services could be achieved within the financial 
framework for the NHS.” 

Mr Nisbet said that PwC would provide “an 
independent assessment of the scale of the fi¬ 
nancial challenge”. 

He added that experts from PwC would 
create a single balance sheet that would in¬ 
corporate the medium-term financial plans 
of Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS the 
trust, the Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt Or¬ 
thopaedic Hospital NHS Foundation Trust, 
Shropshire Community Health NHS Trust 
and the South Staffordshire and Shropshire 
Healthcare NHS Foundation Trust. 


The balance sheet would also include the 
finances of both Shropshire and Telford’s clin¬ 
ical commissioning groups. 

Bosses of Future Fit, the team behind the 
reorganisation of health services in the county, 
were expected to announce their preferred site 
for Shropshire’s new single emergency unit 
last year ahead of public consultation. 

But the decision has been put back until this 
summer due to none of the options on the table 
being suitable to tackle the growing £23 mil¬ 
lion deficit of the health economy. 


Options include siting A&E just at the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital or just at Telford’s Prin¬ 
cess Royal Hospital - all at a cost estimated to 
be between £280m and £354m. PwC account¬ 
ants will look at the issue of A&E as part of a 
wider review that will also include tackling a 
financial crisis at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital and difficulties at Shropshire’s Clinical 
Commissioning Group. 

A meeting was recently held in Telford in 
which the Future Fit review was under discus¬ 
sion. 


In a report to the meeting, Neil Nisbet, fi¬ 
nance director at Shrewsbury and Telford 
Hospital NHS Trust, said Future Fit had 
been delayed because “it was not possible to 
demonstrate at that time that the proposed de¬ 
velopment plans could be afforded by the local 
health economy”. 

He added: “The next steps for the NHS Fu¬ 
ture Fit programme therefore required further 
work to determine how the Shropshire and 
Telford & Wrekin Local Health Economy can 
live within its means.” 


He said PricewaterhouseCoopers was being 
asked to provide an income and expenditure 
account up to 2020/21 that “provides a consol¬ 
idated assessment of the financial deficit that 
needs to be addressed”. 

PwC refused to comment and it is not known 
how much it is being paid. 

The accounting giant started work on Jan¬ 
uary 24 and a first assessment of the scale 
of challenge is expected to be available by 
mid-February, with the work completed in 
early March 2016. 



CCG chief David Evans spelled out bad news about A&E waiting times 


A&E units still failing on waiting times 


THE county’s main hospitals are still failing to 
meet A&E waiting time targets, despite a £1 mil¬ 
lion investment. 

Hospital bosses say £1 million plans put in 
place for the winter has meant the hospitals have 
so far coped better than last year. 

However, at the end of last month, emergency 
departments at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
and Princess Royal Hospital in Telford saw a 
total of 2,445 people - an average of almost 350 
people per day. 

This is an increase of 231 people on the previ¬ 
ous week - or 33 people each day - and has put 
major pressure on the system. 

Board member Dylan Harrison told Telford 
and Wrekin Clinical Commissioning Group at 
a meeting in Telford yesterday that despite im¬ 
provements to the estate within the emergency 
department at Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital 


NHS Trust (SaTH), performance in meeting 
the national A&E target “has not improved as 
hoped”. 

He said: “PRH continues to perform better 
than RSH but consistently fails on non-admitted, 
four-hour breaches. 

“The reasons put forward for this are increased 
number of attendees, environment and reduced 
decision makers in the emergency department. 

“A performance notice has been issued to 
SaTH and a formal process is in place to monitor 
improvement. This continues into 2016.” 

David Evans, chief officer for Telford and Wre¬ 
kin CCG, told board members: “In the period 
since new year there had been some optimism 
as performance, whilst not achieving the target, 
was improving. 

“Over the past fortnight, however, perfor¬ 
mance has dropped back significantly, and whilst 


this is consistent with what is happening region¬ 
ally and nationally, it is not at a level that is con¬ 
sistent with high-quality care. 

“At a national level there has been a signifi¬ 
cant increase in demand in the last week in par¬ 
ticular, and we have seen locally that attendance 
numbers have been higher in the week beginning 
January 25 than predicted which has had an im¬ 
pact on performance and against the delivery of 
the recovery plan. 

“Last week urgent care was struggling with 
a bad week. About 75 per cent of patients were 
seen within four hours of their A&E attendance. 
However, this figure has picked up over the 
weekend and the percentage is back into the mid- 
80s. We met last week and identified some areas 
to look at. We need to make sure the additional 
area opened at Telford and the walk-in centre in 
Shrewsbury are used to their full capacity.”

He added that it may 
be worth looking again at traffic regulations on 
Cross Street, which was part pedestrianised 
some years ago. 

The mayor reiterated the town council’s 
commitment to the town’s markets and said 
they remained important to the area. And he 
reminded the audience that the town council 
had funded the town’s CCTV system improve¬ 
ments, making Oswestry a much safer place to 
live and work. 

Councillor Cherrington also revealed that 
cinema giants Cineworld would not be open¬ 
ing in Oswestry. 

The cinema had been lined up as part of the 
ambitious £45 million redevelopment of the 
town’s Smithfield site which was also going to 
include a Morrisons supermarket and various 
family restaurants. Although the scheme has 
delivered a new state-of-the-art livestock mar¬ 


ket, the other parts of the redevelopment have 
stalled. Oswestry Mayor Peter Cherrington 
revealed that although talks were continuing 
with Morrisons to find a way forward, Cine- 
world had pulled out of the scheme. 

He said the £3 million the town council, as 
owner of the site, had already received from 
the supermarket deal would remain with the 
authority, no matter what happens in the fu¬ 
ture. 

Chamber of Commerce chairman Jools 
Payne asked when the £3 million would be 
spent and what it would be spent on. 

Oswestry Town Council Clerk David Pres¬ 
ton, who also attended the question and an¬ 
swer session, said there was no time limit to 
spend the money and groups such as the cham¬ 
ber were welcome to come forward with ideas 
on how the money should be used. 

Mrs Payne said she had been disappointed 
by the council’s lack of support for a concept, 
already put forward by the chamber, to use 
some of the money to improve vacant retail 


properties in Cross Street in the town. The 
mayor said the council was still open to further 
discussions on that concept. 

The immense amount of work the town 
council does for the town was highlighted 
during the question and answer session. The 
mayor said he was proud of the support the 
council gives to so many initiatives including 
the youth music festival, the food and drink 
festival, the bonfire and firework display and 
Christmas Live. 

Deputy Mayor Paul Milner said he was keen 
to carry on the good work of the council when 
he becomes mayor in May. He urged people to 
consider becoming a councillor and said he had 
been given huge support from fellow council¬ 
lors and council staff. 

Before the question and answer session 
began, chamber members were able to chat 
and network. 

And during the chamber of commerce meet¬ 
ing itself, it was revealed that crunch talks 
which could lead the way to Oswestry town 


centre becoming a Business Improvement Dis¬ 
trict are set to take place in a matter of weeks. 
Attaining BID status will, through a levy on 
businesses, allow other channels of funding 
to be opened up to improve footfall and boost 
trade in the town. Talks on the proposal will 
be held between business bosses and council 
chiefs on Friday next week. Oswestry Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, Oswestry Town Council and 
business experts from Shropshire Council will 
be involved in the talks. Chamber chairman 
Jools Payne said: “This will look at the poten¬ 
tial to explore BID for Oswestry which could 
draw some very significant funding which in 
turn could attract more funding. This is to do 
the groundwork and very significant improve¬ 
ments could be made to infrastructure and the 
marketing of Oswestry.” 

Mrs Payne added “It will involve a small levy 
on your business rates.” 

She suggested the chamber could put out a 
survey to members to find out what sort of sup¬ 
port was around for the BID proposal.

What’s in a name? 

By Graham Breeze 


Things are really on the up for 
Kia and the arrival of the revised 
Pro-cee’d should keep sales fig¬ 
ures moving in the right direction 
- despite the name. 

Last year Kia announced that cee’d 
sales had passed the 1,000,000 mark since 
launch in 2006 and the company is confi¬ 
dently predicting the graph will continue in 
the right direction, expecting to sell 13,500 
more this year in the UK. 

The Pro-cee’d is a keenly priced three- 
door hatch but that name doesn’t run 
smoothly off the tongue and trying to ex¬ 
plain what you are driving to inquisitive ad¬ 
mirers becomes a bit boring after a while. 

There’s a nine-car range to pick from and 
on test was the economical 1.0 petrol T-GDi 
GT Line Eco with average fuel consumption 
of 57.6mpg, despite having a maximum 
speed of 118mph and 0-62mph in 10.7sec- 
onds. 

It really looks the part but doesn’t have 
the sporty handling to match appearance, 
which is disappointing. The engine needs 
a few revs to get up to speed too and that 
means a lot more noise than expected. 

But what it lacks in performance it more 
than makes up for in terms of quality and re¬ 
finement and inside the cabin there’s more 
than enough to please most motorists. 

Both front seats get height adjustment, 
there are attractive stainless steel pedals, 
steering wheel mounted controls, easy-to- 
use instrument cluster, air conditioning and 
black headlining. 

The GT-Line model on test came with very 
comfortable Recaro leather and suede front 
seats, red stitching to the steering wheel 



and gear shift and a particularly nice black 
gloss centre fascia. 

Outwardly the Pro-cee’d looks the part on 
18inch alloy wheels with granite finish, body 
coloured bumpers, handles and mirrors, 
chrome window surrounds, a rear spoiler, 
rear privacy glass, cornering lights, automat¬ 
ic headlight controlled rear tail lights and ad¬ 
justable and heated door mirrors complete 
with ED indicators. 

The GT-Line on test also gets stunning red 
brake callipers, a black lower grille with red 
trim, a dual exhaust system, LED daytime 
running lights and front and rear fog lights. 


There’s plenty of room inside too but pas¬ 
sengers were complaining of how difficult it 
was to get into the back seats on the three- 
door version tested. 

Doors are also very big and that means 
taking extra precautions when getting in and 
out in car parks. 

The well-shaped boot can swallow up to 
380 litres of luggage and just about passed 
the golf club test, though not without a bit 
of help. 

There’s plenty of though been given to 
safety too with twin front and side airbags, 
twin curtain airbags, all-round height ad¬ 


justable headrests, impact sensing door 
unlocking, an alarm system and an engine 
immobiliser. 

Prices start at just over £15,000 but the 
test model hit the road at £19,720 and there 
is a lot of competition in the sector at that 
level. 

Kia is so confident that its cars will stand 
the test of time that the Pro-cee’d comes 
with a seven-year/100,000-mile warranty 
and that’s an important factor when making 
the buying choice. 

Yes this is a very nice Kia but I still can’t 
get my head around it’s silly name.

An assured Suzuki Vitara 


The Vitara, Suzuki’s latest com¬ 
pact crossover, aims to build 
a lot of talent into four metres. 
With a choice of petrol or die¬ 
sel, front or all-wheel drive and 
styling that’s more assured than 
anything Suzuki has brought 
us before, it looks to be an ex¬ 
tremely competitive proposition. 

The mechanicals are shared as they 
are with the existing SX-4 S-Cross. 
That means buyers get to choose be¬ 
tween either a 1.6-litre petrol engine or 
a Fiat-sourced 118bhp 1.6 diesel, both 
being offered in front or four-wheel 
drive guises. The petrol engine is fitted 
with a five-speed manual gearbox as 
standard, with an optional CVT trans¬ 
mission also offered. 



Go diesel and you get a six-speed man¬ 
ual ‘box. The short overhangs will help with 
off-roading but ground clearance isn’t that 
generous. The ALLGRIP four-wheel-drive 
transmission features an electronically con¬ 
trolled clutch pack, controlled by a four-posi¬ 
tion switch on the centre console. 

Choose ‘Auto’ and it’ll stick to driving the 
front wheels unless slip is detected, where¬ 
upon the rear wheels are pressed into action. 
‘Sport’ diverts up to 20 per cent of torque 
to the rear wheels to give livelier handling. 
‘Snow’ offers permanent four-wheel drive 
with the system choosing how much torque 
to split front and rear, while ‘Lock’ splits the 
torque equally between front and rear. 

With tight proportions and a front end that 
has more than a hint of current Land Rover 
design about it, the Vitara is quite an assured 
piece of design work. 

There’s also a blacked-out floating glass¬ 
house, heavily sculpted flanks and a very 
neat tail-lamp finish. Buyers can also specify 
a rugged package which adds front and rear 
skidplates as well as additional body side 
mouldings. 

Suzuki cabins have long been the 
marque’s weak link but this latest Vitara 
shows the company pulling its socks up in 
terms of quality and the materials used. 

Okay, so the idea of body-coloured met¬ 
al across the dash isn’t a new one (some 
of you will recall the Fiat Coupe mining that 
trend way back in ‘93) but Suzuki also offers 
chrome around the gearlever and door trims 
and an analogue clock. 

It’s by no means a large vehicle, breaking 
the tape at just over four metres long, but still 
features a features a sizable 375-litre boot. 
That’s ample and very competitive against its 
rivals.

Promising young players have 
long had the chance to play for the 
Shropshire Cricket Board sides 
from under-10 to under-17 level. 

Shropshire County Cricket 
Club’s senior team compete in 
the Unicorns Championship while 
they also run a development side 
for under-21 players - and that 
side will now be run in partner¬ 
ship with the SCB to help bridge 
the gap for youngsters stepping up 
from junior representative cricket. 

Toby Shaw, the chairman of 
Shropshire County Cricket Club, 
said: “We recognise the importance 
of creating a strong and robust 
player pathway. 

“Up to the age of 17 all the 
cricket education and coaching 
has historically been done by the 
Shropshire Cricket Board. There 
would then be a period of perhaps 
losing players from the age of 17 
“But now we are forging a much 
closer relationship with the Shrop¬ 
shire Cricket Board and we’re 
working in partnership to improve 
the standard of cricket. 

“It will allow us to recognise tal¬ 
ented players at a younger age.” 

SCB general manager Richard 
Cox and Shropshire CCC’s direc¬ 
tor of cricket Karl Krikken will run 
the development side. 

Cox said: “I’ve been in the post 
for nine months and had lots of 
discussions to work more closely 
with the county. We want to put 
things in place that are visible for 
all to see and one of the initiatives 
was the idea that the Development 
XI will be run by the cricket board 
and the county club. 

“We’re going to revamp the 
traditional festival for the Devel¬ 
opment XI at Shrewsbury School 
and it will also be held much ear¬ 
lier in the season than previously, 
between July 12 and 14, with first 
class counties Lancashire, North¬ 
amptonshire and Durham all send¬ 
ing Academy teams to take part. 

“We will also have strong stand 
alone fixtures for the Development 
XI against teams such as Cheshire 
on June 14 and at Staffordshire on 
June 28.”

HOLDERS The New Saints overcame 
an early scare to book their place 
in the quarter-finals of the Welsh 
Cup with an ultimately comfortable

The fourth round tie saw two of the most 
successful sides in Welsh domestic football 
come face to face, and did not disappoint as 
it got off to a sensational start with three 
goals in the opening 11 minutes.

Rangers building for a bright future

ELLESMERE RANGERS FC are celebrating a New 
Year windfall after receiving more than £95,000 of 
funding. 

The cash has been awarded to the club by the 
Premier League and FA Fund which has invested 
£1.8million in grassroots facilities across Shropshire 
and the West Midlands. 

Rangers, who have a senior side in the West Mid¬ 
lands League Premier Division and run various jun¬ 
ior teams, have received a total balance of £95,800, 
which they will be using to upgrade their changing 
pavilion at their Beech Grove base. 

Director of Football, Alan Davis, explained: “We 
have been very lucky. We have received funding not 
only from the FA fund but also from the Sport of 
England and Football Association National Sports 
Centre Trust. 

“The funding has been an on-going process for 
about three years, so it has taken us a while to get 
through certain challenges. You think it’s never 
going to happen to your club and then all of a sud¬ 
den it comes together. Then it’s just a matter of 
making sure that all boxes are ticked.” 

He went on: “It’s been brilliant to have the sup¬ 
port from the FA. 

“The Shropshire FA have always been really good 
to us and they could see the predicament that we 
were in with our pavilion, our old clubhouse was 
falling apart.” 

Davis reckons new clubhouse means that the club 
can now look to move forward. 

The old building has already been demolished and 
the club hope the new facility can have to have a 
positive effect on the whole community. 

“We had to do something to make sure that we 
could move forward not only in the children’s foot- 
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ball but for the adults as well,” he said. 

“We needed to make sure that we were set up for 
years to come. 

“It’s not just had a fantastic affect on the club, it’s 
had a great effect on the community too because we 
will be able to let our new clubhouse out. 

“The Scouts and the Guides are looking at using 
it but it’s also going to be there for general use for 
the community too.” 

Davis explained how the old clubhouse had been 
in a poor condition, with no insulation and water 
beginning to leak through, meaning it didn’t pro¬ 
vide the best environment for the club. 

He added: “It will just be really nice for our play¬ 
ers and community to go to and watch football. 

“We have struggled with the old place for so many 
years, there has not been any refurbishment work 
carried out since it was built. 

“The old clubhouse was so cold, there was no in¬ 
sulation and it was starting to leak water so it was 
not a nice environment for anyone to be in. 

“We are also having a new serving hatch so the 
kids have snacks they can buy and parents have a 
place where they can get teas and coffees.” 

As well as the clubhouse being rebuilt, Rangers 
are also set to benefit from refurbished changing 
rooms. 

“Our changing rooms are being refurbished and 
extended, so it is receiving a complete revamp with 
the addition of a new referees’ room and a medical 
centre,” continued Davis. 

“It’s still going to be another two months before 
our new clubhouse is somewhere near completion.”
